deal to the art :—like architects of more genius than judgment, 
they have attended ſo much to the beauty and elegance of the 


building, as utterly to neglect the more important matters of | 


convenience and real uſe. For theſe reaſons, the art of healing 
hath made but flow and inconſiderable advances towards per- 
fection. Practitioners of the former ſort are incapable of 


improving it; and the latter have too much neglected it. No 


wonder, therefore, that the diſeaſes above-mentioned continue 


to baffle the endeavours of the moſt ſkilful ; and that, though 


much hath been written about the nature and cauſes of Con- 


ſumptions, Aſthmas, the Gout, Nervous and ſome other 
diſorders, they are yet always found tedious and obſtinate, 


and for the moſt part incurable, I flatter myſelf, however, 
that by attending to the cauſes of the ill ſucceſs of my bre- 
thren, and cautiouſly avoiding the rocks on which they un- 
happily: ſplit.—I have been able to make ſuch diſcoveries as

mach, pall the appetite, deprive the body of its due nou- 
riſhment, and waſte its ſtrength, without contributing a ſingle 


mite, in any reſpect, towards their relief: That hot, acrid, 
and ſtimulating reſinous gums and balſams ſo much in uſe, 


and exerciſe on horſe- back, which has been thought capable 


or doing miracles, with rum or brandy, wines, and indeed | 


any other kind of violent exerciſe, and all fermented liquors, 


animal jellies, and ſome other matters, are little better than 


actual poiſons in moſt diſorders of the lungs: : That fiery, 


ſpirituous liquors, and heating wines, ſo univerſally recom- 


mended, are exceedingly pernicious in the gout ; and that the 


whole tribe of nauſeous fœtid medicines, commonly eſteemed

ſpecifics in diſorders of the nerves, are inelegant, inefficacious, 
and, by deſtroying the appetite and injuring the digeſtive 
faculties, often prove fatally pernicious ; and that, notwith- 
ſtanding the great improvements lately made in almoſt every 
branch of ſargery, Cancers are univerſally allowed to be in- 
curable, except in the firſt ſtage, by the knife ; and that the 
treatment of ſores and ulcers, eſpecially thoſe of any ſanding, 
is always tedious, and generally, at beſt, un ſucceſsful. Theſe 
reflections led me to conſider, whether it were not poſſi ble, 
either by a happy application of what was already known, or
